The coral snake is found almost ex­ 
clusively In Florida. Water moccasins

Rattlesnakes 
are distributed widely all

country. 
It la a common belief that whisky 
is an antidote for snake bites and 
that the only thing to do Is to give 
the victim all the whisky that he can 
possibly drink.

In case of snake bite, tie a bandage 
around the arm or leg (the parts 
most usually bitten) above the hit**.
